Canada Selling 
Canned Meat 
To United States 

OTTAWA, — Canadian packing 
plants have been given permission to 
sell limited quantities of processed 
meat products on the United States 
market, it was disclosed. 

An Agriculture Department spokes¬ 
man said the meats involved were 
not in demand in Europe but that 
the move had been made last Feb. 19 
at the request of the Trade Depart¬ 
ment to permit Canadian plants to 
keep their name before the U.S. pub¬ 
lic with “token” shipments. One rea¬ 
son it had been possible was because 
the United Kingdom this year did 
not renew her contract for canned 
meat, involving about 20,000,000 
pounds last year. 

The following types and quantities 
of processed meats may be shipped 
to the U.S. up to next June 30 under 
the arrangement: spreads and potted 
meats, 579,000 pounds; pork pro¬ 
ducts, 207,000 pounds, of which only 
10 per cent, may be canned ham; 
solid pack other thar pork, 281,000 
pounds; stews and boiled dinners, 
883,000 pounds net.

In Many Ways 
And At Any Time 

! PHILADELPHIA. *- Scientists at, 
! the Fels Planetarium of^.he Frank- 
j lin Institute are illustrating ways by 
which the world might come to an 
| end. 

The astronomers show some of the 
violent possibilities, such as an ex¬ 
plosion of the sun which would turn 
all vestiges of life on earth, great 
volcanic eruptions or by sweeping 
tidal waves. 

The scientists coolly admit that 
the end of the world, due to some 
unforeseen cataclysm, might happen 
at any moment. 

“Our earth”, they say, "is delicate¬ 
ly balanced between the too hot and 
the too cold, the too dry and too 
wet, for life of the kind we know.” 

If something should happen to up¬ 
set the existing conditions most of 
the higher life on earth wot 
to an end, they add. 

The astronomers point out that 
other suns have suddenly burst into 


greatly intensified heat, and they as -1 
sert it is not impossible that the j 
earth's sun might also do it some* 
day. 

They also see no reason for ruling I 
out the possibility of another Ice Age j 
caused by a great volcanic eruption,! 
because in the history of the world 
it has happened five times. 

They also show how the moon 
might cause great tidal waves to 
sweep the continents from shore to 
shore for hundreds of years with 
the gravitational pull of the moon 
opening up gaping rifts in the 
earth's crust, followed by gigantic 
explosions as the sea invades the 
pools of molten lava. 

The astronomers hope most of the 
possibilities for an end of the world 
are remote. But they insist that it 
is possible at any moment for a body 
as large as the earth or larger to 
hurtle through space and shatter our 
planet to bits.

Warm Weather Things 

From now until the middle of j 
June, depending upon what part ot j 
i Canada one lives in, will be the time j 
j to start planting those flowers and i 
j vegetables that need warm weather 
and will not stand frost. Nothing 
is to be gained from getting t hem in 
before both soil and weather have 
started to turn really warm. 

Among the flowers, such things as 
those with soft, tender stems like 
dahlias, petunias and gladioli 
in this category. Bulbs and ccrms, 
of course, because they are planted 
deeply in the soil, can go in a few 
days before the last cool weather is 
expected, though it is questionable 
whether much is to be gained by 
rushing even this much. 

Among the vegetables in the ten¬ 
der class are all the vines like mel¬ 
ons, squash, pumpkins and cucum¬ 
bers. and also corn and tomatoes. All 
of these need really warm weather 
and frost-free soil. 

For the best results, cucumbers, 
squash and melons should be planted 
in little hills, especially enriched with 
manure. Space about 2'j feet apart. 
Pest Control 

There is one thing that any gar- [ 
dener can be pretty sure about com- j 
ing, and that is pests. Fortunately, j 
however, measures of dealing with | 
them are also increasing. 

On the market today are all sorts 
of good weed killers and destroyers 
of bugs and diseases. The new DDT 
dusts and sprays will handle many 
i of these pests and the new 2-4-D 
I will also handle a wide range of 
i weeds. Beginners are advised to look 
into some of these new developments. 
By following directions they will 
j save themselves a lot of extra work 
and disappointment. There are many 
! low-priced dusters and sprayers 
[available for applying these chenii- 
j cals. One point that the experienced 
| gardener will always emphasize is to 
[get control Pleasures underway just 
| as soon as the first bugs, disease or 
I weeds appear. It is much easier to j 
| check these pests before they get 
i really established. 

Staking Will Help 

For tall plants or those pruned to 
grow tall like tomatoes, staking is 
advisable. Perennials like delphini¬ 
ums and hollyhocks ar^quite liable 
to break over in a high wind or dur¬ 
ing a heavy rain and make the whole 
garden look a mess. Stakes about an 
inch thick and wide and as tall as 
necessary will hold these flowers and 
also tomatoes. They need not be 
conspicuous if driven in behind the 
plants and they can always be stain¬ 
ed brown or green. Plants should 
[ be tied to them loosely with soft 
j twine or raffia. For bushy things 
like peonies, hoops of wire or wood 
placed in position before blooming 
will prove very satisfactory. °’ T ” t

SUPPORT YOUR NEW HOSPITAL 

Marked progress has been made in the construc¬ 
tion of the C. N. P. Municipal hospital in recent weeks 
and we have the word of the architect that it should be 
ready for occupancy in either August or September. 

It is noted that in towns further afield there are 
one or more ladies’ organizations which take an active 
interest in their hospital, looking after its linen, donat¬ 
ing gifts in the form of equipment, etc. and maintain¬ 
ing that interest over the years. 

The same should hold true in the Pass. Surely in 
each town some ladies could organize to help their 
hospital, a hospital in which they can all feel justly 
proud. It would not do if we all took the cold attitude 
of some who state “I will be taxed for its upkeep, what 
more do you expect from me?” 

A hospital needs more than money, it requires the 
interest of the citizens in the district, it requires the 
pride of all aggressive citizens in the sense that it be¬ 
longs to them, it requires their constant aid, both ma¬ 
terially and in providing a friendly atmosphere for the 
doctors and nurses who will staff it, 

WISE, AS WELL AS PROFITABLE 

Building up an industrial western Canada has been advo¬ 
cated with greater emphasis in the past few years by Cana¬ 
dians who are anxious that Canada become more self-sufficient. 
Their arguments were given strength at Vancouver recently by 
Dr. F. W. Gray, formerly Assistant General Manager of Domin¬ 
ion Steel & Coal Co. in Sydney, N.S. who stated: 

“Per square mile of territory (leaving out N.W.T. and 
Yukon), Canada has 22,000 tons of recoverable coal reserves, 
but east of Saskatchewan we have less than 1,000 tons per sq. 
mile. On the same basis, the British Isle save li million tons 
and the United States one million tons per sq. mile. The uneven 
distribution of Canada’s coal 
resources, and their inadequa¬ 
cy to support our industrial 
economy unaided by importa¬ 
tions, is apparent. Coal sup¬ 
ply has been, and will remain, 
the heaviest shackle on our 
industrial selfsufficient and 
our national freedom in fiscal 
matters.” 

Following this concise 
summation of our fuel pro¬ 
blems. Dr. Gray proposes a 
long term plan to alleviate it. 

Since we cannot bring our a- 
bundance of Alberta coal to 
the industrial areas of Ontario 
and Quebec, will it not be 
wise, as well as profitable, to 
encourage future industrial 
expansion in the West, where 
there is such an abundance of 
coal, gas and (we hope) oil, 
and other natural resources?
